REMARKS 

Applicants' undersigned counsel thanks Examiner Weber for the helpful and 
courteous conversation during the telephone interview held on Thursday, September 
4, 2003, The following comments address the points discussed during the 
interview. 

Rejection of Claims 31-46 Under 35 USC §112, Second Paragraph: 

This rejection is believed to have been overcome by appropriate amendment 
to Claims 31 and 38, in accordance with the Examiner's recommendation. 

The amendment to Claim 31 enjoys explicit support at page 16, first 
paragraph, of the specification. 

The amendment to Claim 38, wherein the previous EC classification number 
3.1-4.1fl has been changed to 3.1.4.1! is supported by Exhibits A and B, attached 
hereto. The two Exhibits are print-outs from the IUBMB Enzyme Nomenclature 
Web Site. The print outs were generated on September 4, 2003, as noted in the 
footer of each Exhibit. Exhibit A shows that the former EC designation 3,1.4.10 
has been transferred to EC 3.1.4. 13. Exhibit B is the printout giving the details of 
enzymes falling within the reclassified EC 3. 1 .4* 13. As noted in Exhibit B, the 
reaction catalyzed by enzymes falling within EC 3. 1.4.13 is: serine phospho- 
ethanolamine + H 2 0 ->■ serine + ethanolamine phosphate. 

Thus, the insertion of EC 3.1.4. 13 into Claim 38 is simply to account for the 
change in classification by the IUBMB. 

The recitation of EC 3 . 1 . 4 . 1 1 has been deleted from Claim 3 8 . 

CONCLUSION 

Applicants submit that the application is now in condition for allowance.
